Chair Ludo for wet weather 

In wet weather “ chair ludo ” for two to four players may be 
found a means of exercise. The requirements are a dining 
room with plenty of chairs and space round the table. The 
players start from opposite corners of the room, and move 
towards each other according to the throw of the dice. If 
A throws 6 he moves on six chairs, first running six times 
round the table, etc. Should any player be brought by his 
throw on to a chair already occupied, the occupier is “sent 
back ” to his original starting-place. The game may be for 
two, three, or more complete rounds according to the size of 
the room and the number of chairs. Each player has com- 
pleted a round when he returns to the chair he started from, 
and the winner is he who first finishes the appointed number
